Not Fear 


Receives Many Invitations to 
Deliver Addresses—Campaign 


Funds Coming From People.

At the top is the line: "I gave my 
dollar." At the bottom is this: "Have 
you?" By the tens of thousands these 
buttons will be distributed about the 
country, to be disposed,of by responsi- 
ble agents. 


Colonel Bryan has received urgent

AN INEXPENSIVE STACKER, 


one of the most expensive hay stack 
ers. The mast and the two side braces 
are 4 by 4 inches square. 
The sill 


may be the same, but will be better 
if made of a 4 by 6 inch stick. The bolt 
A holds the guide or sheave wheel iu 
place, as shown at B. The two bolts 
CC hold the mast in place and are re- 
moved 
when 
moving the 
derrick. 


However, if same is only moved a 
short distance it will not be necessary 
to remove the mast. 
Simply hitch a 


horse to the sill and drag the entire 
derrick where wanted. D is the snatch 
block for lower end of hoisting rope 
and E the eyebolt, to which the block 
D is made fast with a short rope. A 
sling may be passed around the sill in 
place of the eyebolt E if necessary. 


The sill should be from fourteen to 


sixteen feet long and the mast and 
two side braces from sixteen to twen- 
ty feet long. By boring several holes 
in the mast the same may be raised or 
lowered and made the proper height 
for both small and large stacks. The 
derrick should set at an angle of about 
forty-five degrees, leaning toward the 
stack, and have two guy wires or ropes 
at the rear and one in front. 


The second illustration shows how a 


vegetable washer may be constructed. 
It will not only save much work on 
the farm, but will greatly assist in 
placing the vegetables on the market 
in better shape. The cut is really self 
explaining. The size of the device will 
depend on the amount of vegetables 
to be washed. A box being built, the 
cylinder is made by cutting two heads 
fmm one or two inch lumber. These 
are made fast to the shaft and placed 
in the box, as shown, an opening being 
made in which the vegetables are 
passed in, as shown at A, which is 
held in place with hooks and eyes. 


The end of the shaft is bent to form 


a turning crank or handle. The cylin-

Prairie hay properly cured am 
taken care of has a feeding valu 
greater than any other hay producei 
in this section except alfalfa or clover 
Usually the grass is not cut as earl 
as it should be. Prairie grass shoul 
be cut early to make the best feed 
The first of August is none too earl, 
to begin haying. Prairie hay is also 
as a rule, not as well stacked as i 
should be. and the percentage of los 
on account of stacking is large. Mor 
prairie hay is fed to horses in th 
cities of the country than any oihe 
hay 
Each year the value of bright 


early cut hay is increasing. Poor pra 
rie bay is of slow sale. This fact onl; 
serves to demonstrate that the feedin 
value of late cut and blackened prairi 
hay is not KO great, and feeders wi 
not pay as much money for it as fo 
the bright hay.

How to Wash Veils. 


If your white veil is very much soil- 


id it will not be a difficult matter to 
iring It back to its original newness. 
Vlake a strong lather of white soap 
and simmer the veil in it for about a 
quarter of an hour. Rinse it in cold 
water carefully with a little liquid 
fluing. You can also add perfume to 
:his water. Pass the veil through a 
:hin 
gum arable water, or water in 


which rise has been boiled, and cleat 
t by shaking. Pin evenly on a linen 
cloth. When dry, lay between a piece 
of thin muslin and iron on wrong side. 
To wash your black veil pass It 
brought hot water in which a small 
quantity of ox gall has been mixed, 
together with some perfume. Squeeze 
but do not rub It. Rinse in cold water, 
putting bluing in the last rinse. Stiff- 
en by dipping in a very thin glue water 
made by pouring water on 
glue. 


Squeeze and shake out and dry and 
iron on the wrong side, the same as 
the white veil. 


How to Clean Black Goods. 


To clean black cloth garments buy 


5 cents' worth of borax and 10 cents' 
worth of camphor gum. 
Put them 


into a large bowl, breaking the cam- 
phor gum first into small pieces. Pour 
over this one quart of boiling water, 
stirring to dissolve the borax. All the 
camphor will not dissolve. After it ia 
cool put it iuto a bottle and cork tight 
iy, says the Delineator. When wish- 
ing to use It pour a portion into a 
basin, diluting it with half the quan- 
tity of cold water. Wet a black stock- 
ing with this and sponge your goods, 
pressing afterward. 
This will remove 


all spots and graase and restore the 
black. 


How to Clean Gloves. 


In the country good thick gloves, 


with stitched backs, long wristed, are 
the most comfortable to wear. White 
suede and kindred gloves are best re- 
stored to their jyestine freshness with 
a mixture of powdered alum aud ful- 
ler's earth applied with a dry brush 
and Well nibbed in till the dirt is re- 
moved. 
Silk gloves can be cleaned 


with magnesia placed between two lay 
ers of paper, and in a few days, when 
the powder is removed, they will look 
like new. Gloves should be laid by in 
brown paper. White paper often dis- 
colors them through the materials uspd 
in making the paper. 
„ 


How to Make Excellent Paste. 


To make a fine paste take two ounce* 


of pulverized gum arable, one and one- 
half ounces of fine starch and one-half 
ounce of granulated sugar. Dissolve 
the gum arable in as much water as 
you would use for the starch Indicated. 
Mix the starch and sugar with the 
mucilage. 
Then cook the mixture in 


a double boiler until the starch be- 
comes clear. It should be as thick as 
tar. It can be kept indefinitely by the 
addition of a teaspoonful of camphor 
or a few drops of oil of cloves.

How to Make Almond Milk. 


Almond milk is made by blanching 


sixty almonds and putting them into a 
mortar with two Jumps of sugar. The 
latter causes the oils to blend. By wry 
slow degrees a pint of rosewater is 
then added, the nuts being broken at 
the same time by pounding until they 
are reduced to powder and all the rose 
water is in.

Tribute to the Steel Trust Renders 


Advance Necessary. 


The proposed increase in freight rates 


is causing very shaip discussion, but 
one phase of the subject seems to have 
beeu overlooked. It is said that with- 
out an advance in r. tes net earnings 
are and will be insuiikient to maintain 
dividends. This deficiency in net earn- 
ings could not have existed if the rail- 
roads had not paid to the iron and 
steel monopoly unreasonable prices for 
rails and other supplies. 


Although it is admitted on all sides 


that iron and steel can be made in the 
United States at less cost than any- 
where else in the world, the duty on 
steel rails is S1.84 per ton. That the 
price is kept up to the limit permitted 
by the foreign cost plus the tariff is 
shown by the fact that many foreign 
rails are imported and sold. In the fis- 
cal year 190G-7 4,610 tons were brought 
in, chiefly at New York and Baltimore. 
For the same year the United States 
statistical bureau gives the domestic 
production of rails as 3,977,SS7 tons 
and the domestic consumption as 3,091.- 
175. If the tariff graft exacted by tha 
steel trust from thb railroads that used 
these rails was only ^7.S4 per ton, the 
amount of duty, then the loss of rail- 
way net earnings on this account alone 
was nearly $29,000,000, but $7.84 is un- 
doubtedly much lest than the steel 
trust velvet over and above a reason- 
able competitive priue. 
~" 


There has been no reduction in the 


price of rails since the October panic, 
although prices have been cut in most 
other lines. 
The railroads also use 


many other iron and steel products be- 
sides" rails. If the railway managers 
paid only fair prices for iron and steel, 
they would now have no need either to 
raise freight rates or to reduce wages. 
\Vhy do they not attack the tariff graft 
of the steel combination Instead of im- 
posing additional burdens upon ship- 
pers and consumers? 


WAYS OF THE TRUST. 


Monster Steel Corporation Still Ab* 


sorbing Competitors. 


The Tray in which the steel trust is 


Tadually getting a complete monopoly 


f iron and steel and their manufac- 
ured products is shown by recent dis- 
patches from Pittsburg. The Schoen 
jteel TVheel company, having a plant 
overing twenty-one acres near Pitts- 
jurg and making car wheels at the 
ate of 800 per day, has beeu bought 
mt by the trust at a price of S3.000,- 
>00, which is said to be $1.000.000 in 
excess of the cost of the plant. Car 
and locomotive wheels are "protected" 
at the rate of I1/- cents per pound, 
which amounted to aa import tax of 
about S3 per cent on their value in 
1007, although there is no denial by 
any one that car wheels, like other 
steel products, can be made cheaper 
here than in any other country. The 
ariff graft in the production of these 
wheels is worth a cool million to Mr. 
Schoen, besides what he has already 
realized from the business, but it must 
be worth more than a million to the 
jteel trust for future tise, else it would 
not pay that amount in addition to 
the real value of the plant. This 11- 
ustrates the methods of all the trusts. 
What competitors they cannot freeze 
out or drive out they buy out at any 
price, and it pays them to do it, so long 
as the people are foolish enough to let 
:hem exclude foreign competition and 
charge monopoly prices in this country.

Fruits 
and vegetables are put up for future 
use, and a strong pull is made on the 
family exchequer to supply the sugar 
and the glass or tin cans in which arti- 
cles are preserved. It may be well, 
therefore, to remind those interested— 
and if we include those who buy can- 
ned articles as well as those who them- 
selves do the canning this will com- 
prise pretty nearly every one—that the 
cost of canned fruit and vegetables is 
affected enormously by the tariff taxes 
on sugar, tin and glass. 


In the year ending June 30, 1907, 


4,33o,615,549 pounds of sugar were en- 
tered for the payment of import duty. 
In spite of protection to the sugar rais- 
ing industry in the United States, the 
domestic production was less than 22 
per cent of the "total amount consumed. 
The average tariff tax on sugar was 
G5.49 per cent, yielding to the govern- 
ment a revenue of §60,135,181. 


But greater yet was the tax paid by 


consumers of sugar to the refining in- 
terests known as the sugar trust. Little 
refined sugar was imported, less than 
fifteen one-hundredths of 1 per cent of 
the revenue being obtained from that 
source. 


The trust gets its revenue from con- 


sumers by means of "differentials" in 
the sugar duties, taxing refined grades 
much heavier than unrefined and en- 
abling the trust to charge for refined 
sugar much more than the cost of raw 
sugar plus a reasonable charge for re- 
fining. When the government gets 
300,000,000 it is a safe estimate that 
the trust gets about §75,000,000 through 
the tariff. The people might save this 
graft that goes to the truac by abolish- 
ing the differentials. They could also 
reduce the duties on raw sugar with- 
out serious injury to the sugar produc- 
ing localities. The reduced price would 
largely increase the consumption of 
sugar in the United States and so 
might not result in any loss of revenue 
to the government. 


Glass jars suitable for canning fruit

I of the canned product They also add 
to the cost of operating canning fac- 
tories and in many places prevent the 
establishment of such factories. -Farm- 
ers frequently let their fruit and vege- 
tables go to waste because there is no 
factory to which they can be taken or 
because, with high prices for sugar 
and cans, they cannot be canned at a 
profit 
VTith canning materials un- 


taxecl and with the better market for 
produce that would follow the starting 


j of numerous factories, many a farm 
now worth but ?10 or §15 per acre 
might be worth §20 or $25.

stockings, as also in boots and shoes. 
It is no economy to have only one pair 
of shoes or boots in constant wear. 
Three Is far more beneficial. It is not 
good for the feet to keep to one pair, 
and three pairs will last much longer 
worn in change than one pair after the 
other. 


During the flay many people go 


through various phases with their feet 
They are often slightly swollen in the 
morning; then a loose shoe should be 
•worn, the size being sufficiently ample 
to allow the feet to spread and have 
perfect ease, the heels being not above 
the moderate height. On going out it 
is advantageous to change both shoes 
and stockings. The feet perspire' a 
good deal, and a fresh stocking is 
healthy and cleanly. It Is best to use 
cold water for the feet in cold weather 
and warm water In hot weather, for 
the cold water hardens the feet and 
especially in towns prevents the pave- 
ments affecting them and wards off 
chills. A little spirit in the water to 
bathe the feet rests and strengthens 
them, and a little borax and a little 
ammonia in the water are very benefi- 
cial. Those who have to stand about 
all day should change their shoes in 
the middle of the day and before din- 
ner because this both cools and airs 
the feet. The leather dries and gets 
aired and well cleansed too. Every 
pore of the feet and ankles is exhaling 
what the leather absorbs, so that it i 
neither cleanly nor hygienic to keep 
too long to the same boots and shoes, 
and the leather, which is thus allowed 
to air and dry, lasts much longer. The 
reason why patent leather shoes are so 
unhealthy and often painful in the 
wearing is that they cannot be venti 
latfd, so that the feet perspire more 
The ankles are very sensitive; hence in 
cold weather high boots or gaiters 
should be worn. If the feet are too dry 
and hard, the skin beneath thickening 
cream rubbed in at night is specially 
beneficial. Those that perspire unduly 
should be treated by damping the 
stockings with a little alcohol and ap- 
plying a little powder, such as boracic 
or talcum. Half of the foot troubles 
originate In improper footgear— too 
high heeled shoes, shoes and boots that 
are too short— and many an undue in- 
crease of the great toe joint is due to 
wearing shops too loose over the in- 
s=tep, thereby allowing the feet to 
spread. Boots and shoes to fit should 
follow the actual outline of the feet, 
whether short or long, broad or nar- 
row.

They Still Have a Notion That Ship 


Subsidy Will Help Trade. 


That the manufacturers of the coun 


try are waking up to the necessity of 
foreign markets for their products is 
evident from the action recently taken 
by the National Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation in convention at New York and 
the American Cotton Manufacturers' 
association at Richmond. The manu- 
facturers favor a decided reduction of 
tariff duties. They begin to see that 
we must import a few more goods if 
we would largely increase our exports. 
We can'-t sell without buying, and we 
must have cheaper raw materials. 
They have touched solid bottom here. 
But in the matter of ship subsidies 
they seem to be floundering in the 
quagmire of economic fallacy and su- 
perstition. 


The New York convention went on 


record as favoring the "little subsidy" 
scheme tacked on as an amendment of 
the postoffice appropriation bill. 
The 


Idea was also given prominence by the 
cotton manufacturers at Richmond. 
Their president Is quoted as saying, 
"It is idle to think of our getting a for- 
eign trade without having transporta- 
tion facilities under our own flag." 


The nonsense wrapped up in such a 


statement may be partially appreciated 
when we consider that in the year end- 
ing with June, 1907, we sent abroad 
merchandise worth more than one and 
one-half billion dollars, less than one- 
tenth of which was sent "under our 


flag." The foreign bottoms would 


cheerfully have carried more of our 
goods if we had given them the 
chance at the lowest competitive rates. 
The idea that a nation cannot get for- 
eign trade except under its own flag 
Is also absurd from a theoretical stand- 
point. A trade invoHes tt\o parties. 
If It is carried on under the flag of oifc 
nation the other is trading no less than 
the first. The carrier may belong to 
one nationality or to the other or to 
neither, but trade may go on and be 
profitable to both. 


There are good reasons why we 


should try to build up a merchant ma- 
rine, but not because we cannot get 
trade without it, and of all the meth- 
ods suggested the subsidy is the least 
effective or defensible. It is fortunate 
that the house has refused to stand for 
this mail subvention scheme tacked 
on by the senate as the entering wedge 
for larger subsidy gifts in the future.
